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Bourbon Circuit Court Convenes. 

The March term of the Bourbon Cir- 
cuit Court convened yesterday morn- 
ing with Judgd Robert L. Stout presid- 
ing and the Commonwealth being rep- 
resented by Robert B. Franklin. 

Commonwealth’s Attorney Franklin 
filed his notice of election and received 
the legal obligation. Circuit Clek W. 
H. Webb 'administering the oath of 
office, after which the grand jurymen 
empaneled were called and charged by 
the court. The grand jury is as fol- 
lows: Warren Rogers, foreman ; Ray 
Cunningham, Samuel Clav, C.W. How- 
ard, N. F. Brent, J. A. Larue, T. W. 
Current, Ed Rice, J. W Bedford, James 
T. Estes, J. Will Thomas, J. Frank 
Clay. 

The charge ^delivered to the granu 
jurv was brief but to the point. He 
laid particular stress upon the investi- 
gation by the jury into many cse3 of 
vagrancy, which, he stated, menaced 
each community, and that Paris was 
no exception. He further stated that 
the vagrant was the foundation for 
many a crime, principally in the cases 
of theft, where idle fellows were per- 
mitted to loiter about the streets, hav- 
ing no means of a livelihood would re- 
sort to petit crimes when faced by 
necessity. 

Judge Stout called the attention of 
the jury to the liquor traffic, violations 
of the Sunday laws, etc., laying par- 
ticular stress upon the selling of liquor 
to minors. He stated that in cases 
where boys'were denied the privilege 
of purchasing whisky over the counter 
until he has atttained his majority, 
they will be lees liable to become ad- 
dicted to its use, with the result that the 
community will not be burdened with 
so many inebriates. 

The grand jury retired to its room 
where it began the investigation of 
the jail cases, after which it will take 
up the other cases that are brought to 
its notice. At noon Court adjourned 
until this morning at 10 o’clock. 

The suit of James McClure against 
James McClintock, which is one of the 
most important cases on the docket 
will in all probability come up for trial 
at this term.

A Fake Postal Savings Bill. 

A dispatch from Washington to^fthe 
Chicago Tribune, a Rebpublican news- 
paper, says: 

“It is asserted on excellent authori- 
ty that Congress is prepared to pass 
postal savings bank bill which will not 
be constitutional, in the hope that it 
will be knocked out at an early date 
by the s ipreme court, t-'uch a deter- 
mination re 6 ts not with the men who 
have up to this time, been favorabe to 
the postal savings legislation, but with 
the new supporters who have been 
swung into line by the demands of the 
President that such a law be passed. 

“This latter element includes first of 
all,* Senator Aldrich and those associ- 
ates of hia in the Senate who are 
known to De thoroughly opposed to the 
p otsal savings bank as a part of the 
country’s financial structure. Aldrich 
has given the president assurances 
that the postal savings bank bill will 
be passed, and it is known now that 
this legislation will be enacted at no 
distant date. 

“The situation as to the postal sav- 
ings bank is therefore, that the con- 
trolling forces will unite in passing a 
had bid, instead of settling down to 
an honest effort to enact a good 
measure that will hold water in the 
courts and insure a permanent institu- 
tion of savings in connection with the 
federal postoffice machinery.” 



A . Washington dispatch says that 
Secretary MacVeagh estmates that 
there wll be a d°ficency of more than 
$34,000,000 in the ordinary receipts of 
the government fer the fiscal year of 
1910. But they should cut down their 
expenditures $54,000,000 and still be a 
quarter of a billion dollars too high, 
according to Senator Airdieh, in their 
expendicres. If they cannot reach 
Aldiich ’3 figti-ea of feronorr.y they 
might try a thirty-four million dollar 
reduction. Surely that a party in ad- 
dition to being a “God and morality'’ 
party ought to be able to handle a lit- 
tle financial problem like this.

Halleys Comet. 

“The earth will pass through the 
tail of Hailey's comet, which is 14.- 
000,000 miles long, but will not be no- 
ticeably affected by it,” said Rev. 
Father Charroppin, S. J , of St. Louis 
University. “We have been watching 
and studying the comet for the last 
three weeks,” said Father Charroppin, 
“since it was first discerned by Prof 
Cloud, in the constellation of Pisces, 
in the Western sky, near the horizon. 
It will be fully a month yet, however, 
before * the ‘ comet can be discerned 
with the naked eye, but it can be 
plainly seen through a 3 1-2 inch tele- 
csope, from 7 :30 to 8 :30 o’clock p. 
m.” As thecjmet approaches the 
sun. It will then be visible before 
sunrise. The comet will be nearest to 
the earth’s path May 18. It will then 
be between the earth and the sun. 

The comet was first established as 
a periodcal visitor by Edmund Halley, 
an English astronomer, August 16, 
1682, who predicted that it /would re- 
appear March 2, 1759. He died be- ! 
fore that time, and the comet appear-

Halleys Comet. 

“The earth will pass through the 
tail of Hailey’s comet, which is 14,- 
000,000 miles long, but will not be no- 
ticeably affected by it,” said Rev. 
Father Charroppin, S. J , of St. Louis 
University. “We have been watching 
and studying the comet for the last 
three weeks,” said Father Charroppin, 
“since it was first discerned by Prof 
Cloud, in the constellation of Pisces, 
in the Western sky, near the horizon. 
It will be fully a month yet, however, 
before * the ‘ comet can be discerned 
with the naked eye, but it can be 
plainly s«en through a 3 1-2 inch tele- 
csope, from 7 :30 to 8 :30 o’clock p. 
m.” Asthecimet approaches the 
sun. It will then be visible before 
sunrise. The comet will be nearest to 
the earth’s path May 18. It will then 
be between the earth and the sun. 

The comet was first established as 
a periodcal visitor by Edmund Halley, 
an English astronomer,

Slump in Potatoes. 

While the price of other food stuffs 
soars sky-high, there is one article that 
remains in the slump, due either to 
propsects of a larger crop this season 
or an overproduction last year, and 
that is the potato. The local mar- 
kets for the past week have been glut- 
ted with the offerings of potatoes and 
prices quoted compare very favorably 
with those of the markets of the larg- 
er cities, which ranged from 42 to 45 
cents per bushel. 

Local firms who last year put their 
money in potatoes with a view of real- 
izing handsomely on their investment 
will find themselves big losers if the 
price of potatoes continues to slump. 
Last fall^one firm of this city iharve 3t- 
ed a crop of 1,500 bushels and added to 
their stock 1,000 bushels for which 
they paid fifty cents, and instead of 
realizing upon l their investment will 
be compelled to dispose of their accu- 
mulation at a sacrifice. 

The acreage planted in potatoes this 
year, promises to exceed the acreage 
planted last year and with a favorable 
season the crop will be far in excess 
of any in recent years.

REDI*S EXPERIMENT. 



Out of It Grew the Great Fabric of th* 
Germ Theory. 

Tt was a fixed belief of the ancients 
that many living creatures could coujo 
Into existence in a HjKJntaneous fash-' 
ion, to which allusion has oflen been 
made. The true beginning of the germ 
theory arose out of a ludicrously sine 
pie observation made by Redi, a Flor 
entine physician, about the middle of 
the seventeenth century. He debated 
with his confreres in Florence the 
question of the origin of the maggots 
appearing in decomposing meat. The 
old view held, of course, that the mag- 
gots were bred within dead and putre- 
fying substances. Kedi, taking a piece 
of meat, covered the mouth of the jar 
in which it was contained with a piece 
of fine gauze. He beheld the flesh flies, 
attracted by the smell of the decaying 
meat, coming to deposit their eggs, aft- 
er the manner of their kind, in the de- 
composing sobetance. The gauze, how- 
ever, kept them from effecting this 
natural object, with the result that the 
eggs were laid on the surface of the 
gauze and the maggots there hatched 
out, while the decay of the meat went 
on uninterruptedly without a eingle 
maggot appearing in its substance. 

On this childishly simple experiment 
the great fabric of the germ theory of 
today was founded, for if the law of 
universal parentage applied to the case 
of maggots sind meat it was clear, ar- 
gued Ke-di, that it must apply univer- 
sally. Subsequent experimentation 
proved "the words to be true, and so to- 
day, when our attention is focused upon 
germs or microbes so minute that we 
might accommodate many hundreds of 
thousands of them on the surface of a 
postage stamp, we again come face to 
face with Redi’s first principle that 
each germ could only have aprung 
from a preceding and parental organ- 
ism.— Brooklyn Eagle.
